TO THE QUEEN’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 

May it please your Majesty, 

In reporting to your Majesty tlie proceedings of the Queen’s College, Galway, 
during the Session 1856-57, I am happy to state, as in my former Reports, that the 
number of Students attending the College Lectures is steadily increasing ; that the 
harmony subsisting among Students of so many different religious persuasions continues 
without the slightest interruption ; and that the conduct of the Students generally has 
- been such as to entitle them to the highest commendation. 

In the subjoined tables (Nos. I. and II.) ■will be found the numbers and religious per- 
suasions of the Students who have entered the College, and attended its Lectures, during 
each of the Sessions since its opening — including that in which I write. The tables (Nos. 
III. and IV.) give the number of Students attending the different classes, and the number 
of Lectures delivered by the Professors in each of the College Sessions. From the tables 
(Nos. I. and II.) it will be seen that the numbers attending the College Lectures have 
increased in every Session, with one exception, since the College opened, and that united 
education has been really carried out in this as in all the Queen’s Colleges. The tables 
(III. and IV.) attest sufficiently the assiduity with which the Professors have discharged 
their duties.

Iii all my former Reports I have endeavoured to call the attention of the Government 
to some circumstances which still retard the progress of the Queen’s Colleges, and of this 
College in particular. I have pointed out the several measures which, as I conceive, 
would render the operation of these institutions more extensive and useful. A proceeding 
which took place during the last Session renders it unnecessary for me to refer at present 
to these topics or to expatiate upon them, as the opinion of men, whose names must 
attract the attention of the Government and the Public, will soon he heard on the various 
subjects to which I allude. The Commission issued by the Crown to inquire into the 
progress and condition of the Queen’s Colleges has investigated all the circumstances con- 
nected with them, and has listened to those suggestions which have been made with a view 
to increasing their efficiency. From the Report of that Commission the Government and 
the country will learn how far these Colleges are fulfilling the beneficent end for which 
they were instituted — the union and enlightenment of our people ; how far the system 
of instruction pursued in them requires to be modified and improved; what measures are 
necessary to their full development, and how far they merit the continued support of the 
Legislature and the country.
